REPORT. 



To the Honorable, the Legislature of the State of Michigan: f 

In compliance with the provisions o£ the law governing this Board we 
lay before you our report for the two years ending June 30, 1892. 

It is unfortunate that the fiscal and calendar years do not coincide, 
because, unless boards controlling State institutions exceed their legal 
duty, the Legislature is not informed as to their financial affairs during the 
six months immediately preceding the meeting of that body, nor can 
the growth and immediate needs of any institution be disclosed as fully as 
it should be by the members of the board having the expenditure of the 
appropriations in charge. 

The report of the treasurer of this Board, hereto annexed and made a 
part hereof, shows what disposition has been made of the funds belonging 
to the State Normal School for the years covered by this report. The 
expenses incurred by the Board will appear in the report of the Auditor 
General. 

Since the law was repealed requiring applicants for State certificatefe to 
pay a fee, no credits will appear as an offset to the expenses incurred 
in that behalf.

The conditions upon which these certificates are granted are fnlly set 
forth in onr last report, and for that reason are not here repeated. The 
fact that these certificates are secured only npon the thorough tests we 
have adopted, has led tbem to be more highly prized than heretofore. 

We desire to call your special attention to the matter of boards of visit- 
ors to the chartered schools of the State, required by law to be appointed by 
the Superintendent of Public Instruction, and approved by this Board. We 
are confident after close examination of the results secured from these 
visitations, that the State does not receive any benefit commensurate with 
the expenses incurred. The whole system is of questionable value, to the 
schools and to the public, and should be abolished. If visitation of this 
character is to be continued at all it should be placed in the hands of 
two or three competent persons whose business it should be to make their 
work so thorough and exhaustive, as to render a report useful to the insti- 
tutions visited, and which should furnish information of some value to 
education. 

We have exercised considerable care in making these appointments in 
the past, but the results in many instances have not been all we could 
desire. You will find the several reports of these boards of visitors in the 
report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction, to which we call 
your attention. 

MICHIGAN STATE NORMAL SCHOOL. 

It is with great pleasure we call your attention to this institution. 
Never in its history has it demonstrated its value to the people of the state 
more thoroughly than in the past two years. 

We have continued the policy, inaugurated a few years ago, of making 
it so far as possible a purely professional school, where a thorough knowl- 
edge of the art and science of teaching may be learned, and our efforts 
have been ably seconded by the faculty. 

The degrees granted by the Board are purely professional, and the 
eagerness with which they are sought shows that the two years' additional 
work required to secure them is appreciated by those employing teachers, 
as well as by the teachers themselves. 

The model school has been reorganized, and each department has been 
placed in charge of a thoroughly competent teacher, thus rendering this 
as nearly a perfect school of observation and practice as is possible. 

The report of Principal Sill, hereto attached, will furnish you full infor- 
mation as to those matters relating to the school which come under his 
control and supervision, and we call your special attention to it. 

Our estimate of the money required for each of the next two years is 
based upon our knowledge of the needs of the school, and has been made 
with a view to strict economy, keeping in view always the efficiency and 
growth of the school. 

During the present year we determined, after a most thorough investi- 
gation, to put a plant for burning crude oil as fuel into the Normal School 
buildings. We have tested the. matter sufficiently to warrant the belief 
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that nearly, if not quite, the entire cost of the plant will be saved from the 
first two years' fuel bills. 

The closet annexes, for which the last legislature provided the means, 
are completed and in use. 

In closing this report we cannot refrain from congratulating the State 
of Michigan that it has a Normal school which ranks among the very best 
in the country, and one whose students are eagerly sought as teachers 
throughout the entire state. 

In the discharge of our duties we have tried earnestly to do our work 
well, and trust we have merited the confidence of the people of the state.

COURSES OF STUDY. 



Since 1890 the courses of study have been carefully revised and mater- 
ially strengthened. A list qf studies offered at present and a full statement 
of the contents of each course will be found in an appendix to this report. 
A comparison with the corresponding statement for 1890 will show con- 
siderable advance in work offered and required. General History covering 
a course of 20 weeks, now excludes English History in which a separate 
course has been established. There will be found also a distinct course in 
Continental History for students in modern languages, and a new course 
in Institutes of History. In the department of Mathematics, Calculus has 
been added as a part of the scientific course. In the department of Physi- 
cal sciences. Physical Technics has been added and the time allowed to 
Physics, Chemistry and Astronomy greatly increased In Natural sciences 
a course of Biological Laboratory Practice has been established. Four 
distinctly professional courses, each covering 10 weeks of work, appear for 
the first time in this report, viz.: Professional training in History, in 
Science, in Ancient languages, and in Modern languages. 

The amount of elective work allowed has been greatly reduced in all the 
courses, but the needs of different classes of students have been amply 
met by the specialization of courses of study leading to distinct lines of 
instruction and professional training. 

So long as a school is progressive it is impossible to make its courses of 
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study absolutely permanent, since progress comes only through change, 
but it is hoped that no further material changes in our courses of study 
will be needed in the near future. Frequent changes are always tempor- 
arily unfortunate for the school and discouraging to students. 

The most radical departure in the matter of the courses of study, is the 
establishment of one and two year courses for graduates of approved 12 
grade high schools. Those covering one year lead to a certificate which is 
a legal license to teach in the schools of Michigan for five years. The two 
year courses lead to a diploma and a life license to teach. The satisfactory 
completion of the studies prescribed in them is taken as the equivalent of 
the difference between the high school courses and the corresponding 
three and four year courses set forth in our Register. 

Graduates of approved high schools are thus allowed to enter at once 
npon courses whose requirements are almost wholly professional and are 
definitely prescribed. 

This policy seems to have proved satisfactory to all parties concerned. 
There are at the present time 75 students engaged in completing these 
short courses. 

My own judgment is that the one year courses should be enlarged so as 
to cover one and one-half years. 

Since my last report a ninth grade, connecting the Training School with 
the Normal School proper, has been established. Many students from the 
district schools and from the smaller high schools are found deficient in 
their preparation. These receive preparatory training and instruction in 
this grade. This is a very valuable addition to our Training School, the 
design being to detail members of the senior class to do the work of 
instruction under thorough and careful supervision by the heads of the 
departments immediately concerned, thus securing excellent instruction for 
the pupils taught and advanced practice teaching for Normal students; 
yet everything depends upon the thoroughness of the supervision. During 
the past year this has been done with great fidelity and skill but more 
help in the department i^ imperatively needed in order that such supervis- 
ion may iuUy meet the requirements of the case. The heads of depart- 
ments lack time for the full and satisfactory performance of this work. 
The demands of the regular departmental work are too heavy to allow 
sufficient time to be devoted to this duty which is second to none in 
importance in the Normal School. Ic must be remembered that many of 
the students found in some of the classes of this grade are men and 
women of mature years and of more or less experience in teaching. Their 
earlier advantages have been limited or poor, and they must have thorough 
review in some branches. But they are strong and ambitious and 
are entitled to the best of instruction. This can be assured only by a 
degree of thoroughness in the supervision of the work of pupil teachers 
that is hardly possible under present circum3tance3. 

A similar plan of instruction for pupils in studies above the eighth 
grade was tried several years ago and it resulted in failure and serious 
depletion of attendance on account of t»uch inadequate supervision. The 
present plan is open to the same danger which can be successfully guarded 
against only by strengthening in this direction. The plan is a good one and 
full of promise for the professional reputation and usefulness of the Normal 
School, if sufficient means for carrying it out are provided. There is a 
prejudice against pupil teaching even in the lowest high school grades, 
which can be overcome speedily if the conditions are made favorable, but

which will work serious harm if the work is to be .continued under its 
present disadvantages. I believe that four additional assistants will be 
needed. 

BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS. 

The main building occupied by the Normal School has grown to its 
present large dimensions by repeated additions made to the original struct- 
ure completed in 1852. The present front was erected in 1878, the rear, 
two stories in height, now occupied by the Training school, in 1882, and 
the wings on the north and south sides in 1888. The resulting building is 
large and well adapted to its purpose. Its chief lack, when the closet 
annexes already provided for by the legislature of 1891 are ready for use, 
will be a thorough and uniforn system of ventilation. The erection of a 
large building by additions not foreseen and planned for from the begin- 
ning is unfavorable to the securing of such a system and the methods of 
providing for ventilation, and its prime importance in a school were not so 
well understood while the older parts were in process of construction as 
they are now. 

This is in my judgment a pressing need. In connection with the mat- 
ter of ventilation I may add that the system of steam pipes by which the 
building is warmed is now old and considerably worn, needing thorough 
examination and somewhat extensive repairs. 

I am of the opinion that an adequate appropriation for these purposes 
and for fitting up an internal system of fire protection should be asked for. 

PHYSICAL TRAINING. 

We are still in need of suitable means for exercise and for instruction in 
physical training. The demand for teachers skilled in this department of 
education grows more and more urgent as its claims for recognition and 
attention become better known. 

We need a special instructor in physical training and we also need more 
play and exercise groun4s and a suitable gymnasium. 

The meeting of these wants is urged upon purely pedagogical grounds. 
No education can be deemed complete whose course of training has neg- 
lected the body and concerned itself only with the mental and moral 
development of the pupil. If the Michigan Normal School is to hold its 
place in the front rank of institutions of its kind it cannot longer neglect 
this most important side of a symmetrical training. 

But, in addition to its pedagogical aspects there is another and imme- 
diately practical view. Our pupils are largely tte sons and daughters of 
farmers. They are accustomed to vigorous exercise and plenty of it. 
They are remarkably earnest, faithful and laborious students. The new 
conditions of sedentary life tell most unfortunately upon the health and 
strength of many. It is necessary to their physical welfare that we have 
the means of encouraging wholesome and judicious bodily exercise. 

In these respects the school is conspicuously deficient. Large buildings 
cover a very considerable part of our limited grounds and so break up 
the space that they are almost useless for out door sports and games. The 
order indicated above shows my idea of the relative urgency of our needs 
along this line. First of all an expert special teacher in physical culture, 
next, ample grounds for exercise, and then a suitable and spacious gymna- 
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eimn. But if any one of these could be secured a great professional and 
practical advantage would be gained. If it is possible to secure a gymna- 
sium only, it can be located on the west side of our present grounds and 
be immediately available for the desired purpose. If additional ground 
can be provided the same purpose will be gf eatly promoted. But the school 
greatly needs the teacher j^ the additional space, and the gynlnasium build- 
ing. I earnestly ask your attention to these points. 

THE ^RAINING SCHOOL. 

The new departure recently authorized by your Board is sure to add 
greatly to the efficiency of this already excellent department. With an 
expert model teacher in charge of each one of the eight grades this school 
#ill become a school of observation and practice worthy of the name. I 
expect excellent results from the new policy.

3. In the choice of Elective Studies, regard must be had to the schedule of daily 
exercises. That is, the choice of such studies may be limited, in certain instances, by 
the possibilities of the schedule. It will sometimes happen that a desired elective study 
cannot be taken on account of conflict with some required study. 

4. The choice of elective studies must also be made with due regard to suitable and 
necessary sequence. No study may be selected until the student is prepared for it by 
adequate knowledge of whatever necessarily precedes it. A record in the Teachers' 
Academic Reviews of Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography, and Heading and Orthography 
and at leass ten weeks in Psychology should precede Professional Trainmg in common,, 
branches. 

iVl PROFESSIONAL COURSE FOR GRADUATES OF COLLEGES. 

Persons holding an academic degree from the University of Michigan or from an 
incorporated college, may receive a life license to teach and the degree of Bachelor of 
Pedagogics, upon completion of the following course, provided this academic work, d one 
in college, be equivalent to the requirements made of Normal students for the deg ree 
of B. Pd.

The applicant must furnish satisfactory evidence by examination or otherwise that 
he has a thorough knowledge of common branches as follows: bpelling and OrthO epy. 
Grammar, Geography, Arithmetic, History of the United States, Civil Government, and 
Physiology and Hygiene so far as they have reference to the effects of narcotics and 
stimulants upon the human system. A residence of one-half year is also required. 

V. THE DEGREE OF BACHELOR OF PEDAGOGflCS. 

Upon recommendation by the Faculty, this degree may be conferred, under the con- 
ditions set forth below. 

1. The Advanced Courses, leading to a life certificate, a diploma, and the deg ree of 
Bachelor of Pedagogics, cover 960 weeks of satisfactorily completed work, as folio wb: 

(«) For those who have completed either of the three y^rs' courses, 480 we eks of 
additional work selected from the studies named in Lists A and B, or the full equi valent 
of such studies. 

(h) For those who have completed any one of the full four years' courses (ihe 
Musical Course excepted), 320 weeks of additional work, selected as shown under 2, a 
above: 

(c) Provided, that an^ong the studies so selected shall be professional st udies as 
follows: Numbers 20 and 95 of List A, and numbers 99, 100, 101 and 103 of List B, 
unless a record has already been made in them, and provided, that the stu dies so 
selected include all the work offered by at least two of the following departra enis of 
this School, viz., Mental and Moral Science and Theory and Art of Teaching, H islory 
and Civics, Mathematics, French, German, Latin, Greek, Physical Sciences, N atural 
Sciences, and l^nglish Language and Literature, and provided that the studies se lecled 
outside of these two departments be pursued at least to the extent required for com- 
pleting such studies in this School. 
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VI. THE DEGEEE OF MASTER OP PEDAGOGICS. 



1. Any person holding^ the degree of Bachelor of Pedagogics of the Michigan State 
Normal School, may upon application, receive the degree of Master of Pedagogics upon 
the following conditions: 

(a) He shall furnish evidence satisfactory to the Faculty that he has been engaged 
in teaching or in school supervision continuously and with pronounced success for five 
years since receiving the Bachelor's degree. 

(b) He shall prepare and present a thesis acceptable to the said Faculty, upon some 
subject connected with the History, Science, or Art, of Education, the Faculty reserv- 
ing the right to assign the subject of such thesis.

State Board of Education: 

(3-ENTLEMEN — I herewith present a report in detail as toall money» 
belonging to this Board, passing through my hands as treasurer, for the 
fiscal years ending June 30, 1891, and June 30, 1892. 

Exhibits "A" and " B" show respectively the amounts coming into the 
Board^s possession during each of these years, giving date of receipts and 
the source from which it was derived. 

Exhibits *^ C " and "D " are detailed statements of disbursements made 
in each year, vouchers for every item of which are on file in the office of 
the Board of Education at the State Normal School, and also in the office 
of the Auditor General. 

Exhibits " E " and " F " are conmlete statements of salaries paid to 
members of the Normal School facuftpj^ and regular employes during each 
of the years included in this report. 

Exhibits " G " and " H " are tabular summaries of the transactions of 
the treasurer of this Board with the Auditor General, through whom all 
moneys paid by the State into the hands of your treasurer are received, 
and to whom detailed statements, accompanied by vouchers of all expen- 
ditures, are made. 

The comparative value of this report, as of all reports of the custodians 
of State funds, would be much greater if the report of funds expended 
could be made to agree as to terms and time with that for which the same 
funds were received. The legislature appropriates certain amounts for 
each calendar year, from January first to December thirty-first, inclusive, 
but all reports as to the disposition of these funds are made for the fiscal 
year, July 1 to June 30, inclusive. An uubusiness-like result of this 
disagreement in official years is presented in this report, which contains a 
record of the transactions of my predecessor in office for six months, from 
June 30, 1890, to January 1, 1891, and leaves to my successor the duty of 
formally reporting as to my disposition of funds from JuneJ 30, of the 
present year, to January 1, 1893. An attempt is to be made to make the 
fiscal year agree with the calendar year, and in the interest of busi^^ess 
simplification and more practical methods, it ought to succeed. 

The several balances reported are deposited in the bank approved by 
the Board.
